LONDON, April 4,— (UP) 
Reports that the Italian army, 
navy and air force are prepar- 
ing to “protectively occupy” 
Albania within 48 hours indi- 
cated tonight that the Rome- 
Berlin axis had embarked on 
swift. counter-moves against 
Europe’s “‘stop Hitler’ drive. 

Great Britain and France 
feared that an Italian coup 
against the little Adriatic king- 
dom of King Zog might lead to 
more far-reaching “reprisals” in 
tAbya and the Mediterranean for 
the purpose of diverting and 
weakening the anti-aggression 
bloc. 

The acute state of affairs was 
revealed when Earl Stanhope, first 
lord of the admiralty, announced 
¢1 Portsmouth tonigat that ratings 
(sailors) had been called from 
Jeave “to man the antir-aircraft 
guns of the fleet.” 

Words of Stanhope. 

Earl Stanhope, speaking at a film 
show for sailors aboard the air- 
craft carrier Ark Royal, said; 

“Before I left the @dmiralty: or- 
ders had been given to man the 
anti-aircraft guns of the fleet and) 
that explains these empty seats.” 

Stanhope did not explain what 
made the orders netessary. 

He remarked nenchalantly that 
“long before the guests came 
aboard this ship, 16 anti-aircraft 
guns could have given a warm re- 
ception to anyone who happened 
to come this way.” 

In London, the dramatic asser- 
tion was immediately denied by 
No. 10 Downing street. The ad-

April *4.—(7)—An_ of- 
ficial reminder that Germany’s in- 
debtedness stood at 28,109,800,000 
marks. ($11,243,920,000) on .Jan- 
uary 31 was given today while 
many Germans watched Polish- 
British negotiations in London to 
try to get some inkling of what 
the future may bring. | 

The controlled press bitterly at- 
tacked Great Britain, but’ there 
were growing indications that the 
average German dces not want 
war. Some. observers: believed 
months of peace seemed assured 
unless Polish Foreign Minister 
Joseph Beck definitely signs up 
with Great Britain in a manner 
that places Poland in a distinct 
anti-German camp. 

They pointed out Chancellor 
Hitler might act in his usual quick, 


decisive way if the Polish-British. 


consultations, started yesterday in 
London, should place Poland com- 
pletely in the British-French 
sphere, but nobody in authorita- 
tive Berlin circles believed Colonel 
Beck would make an unequivocal 
anti-Nazi choice. 

One reason cited for believing 
Hitler would not venture farther 
at present was the financial posi- 
tion disclosed in the official sta- 
tistics, which showed an increase 
of nearly ten billion marks (cur- 
rently $4,000,000,000) in the Ger- 
man public debt during One year, 
with the total indebtedness mount- 
ing to 28,109,800,000 marks at the 
end of last January.

Record Number of Bal- 
lots Cast in Re-elec- 
tion of Kelly Over His 
‘Republiean Opponent. 


CHICAGO, April 4.—(UP)—Ed- 
ward J. Kelly, 63-year-old New 
Deal Democrat, today was re- 
elected mayor of the nation’s sec- 
ond largest city. 

Chicagoans, voting in record 
numbers, returned Kelly to office 
for another four years by a margin 
of 177,000 votes over Republican 
Dwight H. Green, 42-year-old for- 
mer United States district attor- 
ney. , 

The election, which politicians 
said might determine whether Il- 
linois will remain Democratic or 
go Republican in the 1940 presi- 
dential poll, attracted more voters 
than any other in the city’s his- 
tory. The election board estimated 
that the final count of ballots 
would show that more than 1,450,- 
000 of the city’s 1,807,128 regis- 
tered voters went to the polls.

Winters 
must be cold enough to allow them 
a period of dormancy, but -the 
trees must be far enough south to 
protect the fruit buds from late 
spring frosts. 

Young orchards in the south are 
now paying an average of $30 an 
acre. Tung tree acreage can. be 
used to grow winter cereals and 
makes good pasture.

In his order stopping all state 
aid highway projects, the Gover- 
nor said the letting scheduled for 
April 21, which includes several 
state aid projects, would go on as 
scheduled. The order affects 
only lettings after April 21.

Whereas, due to the financial 
situation in the Highway Depart- 
ment; now 

Therefore, it is ordered: 

1. That no further state-aid 
projects be let after this date, with 
the exception of state-aid project 
No. 435-B, Wilkinson county, 
which appears to be necessary to 
be let in order to close out a fed- 
eral-aid project, and _  state-aid 
project No. 591-A, in Bryan coun- 
ty, which appears necessary to be 
let in order to close a gap and 
prevent expense of double main- 
tenance; 

2. That after the letting now 
advertised for April 1, 1939, no 
further aid projects be let with the

THE COTTON MAZE 

So many plans have been proposed, so many 
have been tried, to solve the problem of cotton 
that the entire subject has long ago entered 
that phase proverbially known as the broth 
spoilt by a plethora of culinary experts. Ex- 
perts alleged and genuine, yet both types piti- 
fully sincere. 

Within recent days two new plans have at- 
tracted wide attention. The first, the proposal 
by President Roosevelt to pay export bounties 
to reduce the 11,000,000 surplus stock in this 
country and to reopen world markets for Amer- 
ican-grown cotton. 

The second is sponsored by United States 
Senator Bankhead, of Alabama. It proposes to 
resell the cotton held by the government as loan 
security, to cotton farmers themselves, at a 
price of 5 cents per pound, on condition each 
purchaser reduced his allotment for 1939 cotton 
in equal amount. Certainly, the average cotton 
producer would thus acquire cotton at low cost, 
for few will argue that cotton today can be 
grown and sent to market for as little as a 
nickel a pound. 

There are, of course, many Objections to 
either plan, as must be the case when a problem 
that has so many ramifications, that is in- 
extricably interwoven in the world economic 
scheme, is tackled. The Bankhead plan is a 
partial adoption of the:plant-no-cotton scheme 


' . gnd is open to all the’ criticisms that have been 


aimed at all the government plow-under 
theories and crop limitation ideas. 

As for the Presidential export-bounty plan, 
that immediately runs into the logjams which 
are already damming so much world trade, in 
many commodities and which are contributory 
to the world-wide tangle of national jealousies, 
rivalries and trade wars. . 

Export cotton can be paid for, by the pur- 
chasing countries, only through sales of their 
own products in this country, or in gold. The 
first method is rendered extremely difficult by 
the high tariff policy of the United States 
which, rightfully or wrongfully as you please, 
bars this market to many of the commodities 
of other producing countries. 

If the would-be purchasers of cotton are, 
because of this, unable to send sufficient goods 
to this country to build up credits with which 
to pay for our cotton, they must pay in gold. 
There, again, the past policies of the United 
States provide the snag. 

This country, for years, has been paying the 
artificially fixed price of $35 an ounce for gold 
which, under normal conditions, would be worth 
about $20 an ounce. As a natural result, the 
world gold supply has drained into this country 
until today there is $15,000,000,000 worth of the 
metal in a buried hoard in Kentucky. Except 
as a basis for currency exchange and interna- 
tional finance, that metal is worth no more 
than so much pig iron. 

But this steady drainage makes it more and 
more difficult for foreign buyers to find gold. 

Thus, whether we pay export-bounties on 
our cotton or not, the foreign buyer is still 
faced with the almost insurmountable barriers 
of high United States tariff and his own lack of 
gold supply. : 

The United States already exports $1,000,- 
000,000 worth of commodities in excess of the 
value of its imports each year. It is the great 
ereditor nation of the world. That divergence 
between exports and imports cun only be 


» bridged by gold payments. And each gold ship- 


ment to this side of the ocean makes more dif- 
ficult the export problem for cotton or any other 
American-grown product. 

The truth is this country is still operating 


its world trade under rules devised for a debtor 


nation. When those rules are changed to apply 
to a surplus-producing, world creditor country, 
cotton and other products will pass into the 
normal channels of trade and, in time, experi- 
enced private merchants could recapture a fair 
share of the world trade now lost to America.

With more experi- 
ence, it may be possible to lower this even 
more, demonstrating that slums in the United 
States are needless and too costly in compari- 
son to the benefits gained from better housing, 
which in itself means better health, greater 
ambition, more education and less relief. De- 
cent surrqundings beget pride, and from pride 
develops much of that which is best in mankind. 

These slum clearance islands will also have 
a profound effect on the surrounding areas, en- 
hancing the value of private property and lead- 
ing to the rejuvenation ‘of the dying sections of 
Atlanta. Had it: been otherwise the trend of 
population would have continued outward from 
Atlanta, with the city strangling in the midst 
of a rich and vital population. area. As it is, 
there are indications the swing will now be 
back into the city and away from the loose ties 
of a sprawling residential area. 

Many have had the vision of Atlanta as the 
great housing laboratory of the western hem- 
isphere. There can be little doubt this goal will 
be reached; but,. more than that, the city is 
making immense strides toward a civic con- 
Sciousness and civic beauty that will make of 
it the new concept of an ideal metropolis. 

The housing authority has proceeded with 
its work quietly, without fanfare. At the same 
time it has proceeded efficiently and wisely, 
nursing its dream of beauty and new existence 
for the many who, through no fault of their 
own, have-lived in squalor. For this, it deserves 
the thanks and support of every citizen.

SOUTHERN PAPER FESTIVAL. 

It is altogether fitting that Savannah should 
be chosen as the scene of the annual Southern 
Paper Féstival. It was there, some 25 years ago, 
that, probably, the first southern pulp mill was 
built, a pioneer step ih a then purely experi- 
mental venture. It was there the late Charles 
N. Herty carried on his research work which, 
more than any other single factor, lifted. the 
infant pine pulp paper business from the early 
experimental’ Stage into a sound, expanding, 
profitable southern industry. Four days, April 
16-19, have been set aside for the first festival. 

Thousands of visitors will come from south- 
ern states, as well as from more distant points. 
Twelve southern governors have already accept- 
ed invitations to attend. The King and Queen 
of Papyrus will ascend the gay new throne to 
reign for a year. A princess from each southern 
State will wait upon them and there will be 
singing, dancing, feasting, parades. 

Lurking in the minds of merry-makers, how- 
ever, will be thoughts of more serious business. 
That business will be paper. Consumption in 
the world market is increasing at the rate of 
800,000 tons per annum. Over half of this in- 
crease is taking place in the United States. A 
large part is occurring in the south. The south 
must be prepared to take advantage of this 
business. It must be alert, must be alive to 
the necessity of developing better products and 
methods of production from native woods. 

The advantage of location, in the heart of 
one of the greatest sources of raw materials in 
the world, is not a self-sustaining advantage. 
Competition with the world, it must never be 
forgotten, is no hit-or-miss proposition. 

The fewer the natural advantages given 
other sections, other countries, the harder their 
people will work to overcome the handicap. 
Consequently, the harder the south must strive 
to maintain its natural advantage. Raw mate- 
rials, good labor conditions and favorable cli- 
mate—three essentials to industrial develop- 
ment—are here in abundance. Their value will 
shrink in a competitive world without an ever- 
present will to utilize them to the full. 

Thus, the Southern Paper Festival, in one 
of the nation’s most beautiful cities, will serve 
a two-fold purpose. It will fittingly celebrate a 
magnificent achievement. It will be an inspira- 
tion for the accomplishment of greater things 
in the future.

NEW YORK, April 4.—With the 
house of representatives prepar- 
ing to launch its investigation of 
the WPA in the next few weeks, 
American voters are critical of 
many parts of the present relief 
Program, and the majority of 
them have definite ideas as to 
what should be done. 

_ During the past two days the 
American Institute of Public 
Opinion has sounded public sen- 
timent on the relief issue in a 
number of cross-section surveys in 
which the views of nearly 70,000 
people were collected. The results 
h a broad picture of the na- 
ture and trend of public thought 
on the question. Summarized be- 
lorvy, these results indicate that a 
relief investigation such as the 
use of representatives plans is 
undoubtedly welcomed by the 
public at this time. 

1, ADMINISTRATION. There 
has been a rising trend of public 
sentiment for returning relief to 


the state and local governments.

1936) a bare majority of 55 per 
cent of voters: favored this step, 
a survey just completed by the In- 
stitute finds that 64 per cent now 
think relief should be administer- 
ed by state and local governments 
rather than from Washington. 

If relief is to remain in the 
hands of the federal government, 
however, a large majority of 
voters (76 per cent) feel that it 
would be better administered by 
a bipartisan board than by a 
single administrator as at present. 
This plan has been advocated by 
Senator Bailey, of North Carolina, 
and is favored by voters chiefly 
because they think it will help to 
eliminate political manipulation 
and graft. 

2. POLITICS. A large majority 
of voters believe that politics 
colors the handling of relief. When 
asked how much it influences re- 
lief administration in their local 
communities, 53 per cent of voters 
said that it played a large part, 
31 per cent a minor part, while 
only 16 per cent said it played no 
part at all. 

The majority of voters favor 
drastic laws to guard against po- 
litical control of relief, They be- 
lieve, for example, that all relief 
officials should be put under civil 
service, that persons on relief er 
connected with -relief administra- 
tion should not be allowed to con- 
tribute money to a political cam- 
paign, that anyone who attempts to 
influence the vote of reliefers, 
either through coercion or promise 
of reward, should be punished by 
law. 

The surveys also clearly show 
that taking politics out of relief 
is not an issue on which there is a 
partisan difference of opinion, The 
rank and file of both Democrats 
and Republicans favor the same 
measures to accomplish this end. 

3. EXPENDITURES. The dom- 
inant pull of public opinion is to- 
ward decreasing, rather than in- 
creasing, the-sums of money spent 
for relief. About two voters in 
five are satisfied with the present 
spending rate, but among the re- 
maining voters sentiment for cut- 
ting relief appropriations is twice 
as great as sentiment for increas- 
ing those appropriations.

Since the beginning of bridge, 
they have been launching bids ful- 
ly expecting partner will turn up 
with some kind of-support to help 
them along . . . even in the case 
of a lowly bid of one in a suit. 

Opener is bound to a contract to 
take seven tricks when he opens 
one in a suit. Opener seldom pos- 
sesses more than four winning 
tricks in his own hand when he 
makes the bid. If partner is unable 
to supply the necessary added 
three tricks, the one bid contract 
will be defeated.

Success Crowns 57th Convention 


Of Georgia Baptist W. M. U. 


The most successful session of 
Georgia Baptist W. M. U. closed 
the 57th annual three-day con- 
vention held recently at the First 
Baptist church. The enrollment 
far surpassed that of previous 
years. Mrs. Frank Burney, state 
president, presided. 

The year 1938, the golden 
jubilee year, was truly a year of 
golden harvest, as was shown by 
reports. of various departments of 
activity. The executive secretary- 
treasurer’s report revealed that at 
the close of the year there was a 
total of 3,370 organizations with 
a membership of 54,000. Five 
hundred and eighteen new organ- 
izations were reported, 1,531 new 
tithers added, bringing the total 
number to 7,377.
